The "deerskin" slung under a chuckwagon 
la a "cooney," and is more often made ci cow- 
hide. In It, the -cookie' 1 collects firewood and 
chips from the plains with which to make Mo lire. 
The food eaten by cowboys at these chuckwagons 
on their trail drives was mostly beans, bacon, 
beet, biscuits and coffee. 

A "maverick" is anunbranded calf, in the 
past, such unbranded calves were the occasion 
lor a cattle war. A cow or calf without a brand 
Is supposed to bathe property of anyone who caw 



slap a brand on him. The "dogte " of Ihe none. 
in thr s,,m "Oft* Along, UttCTDogte" ts an or- 
phaned calf. 

A "longoorn" was a brand ol cattle from 
Tenas that was very tough. It could go on long 
trail drkveawlthout losing too much meat. Sh 
the cattle-dealers paid according to the weight 
of the cattle, this was an Important Item. Later, 
when the railroads were built. Cattle did not have 
to travel so far to market, and ranchers raised 
Herclords and Durhams instead of Longhorne. 

Cattle are nervous animals when off their 
home range. Bad weather, a slapping slicker, 
or an unuuual sound could send them off in a 
stampede. As veteran cowboyB said, there was 
no "sense" to it. Cattle were just contrary by 
nature ! 

Backboards were I Ight wagons u sed to bring 
guests to the ranch, or for members of Ihe fam- 
ily to gg visiting. Cover ed wagons are not used 
today out west. 10 make movies, or in 

some very isolated cases. Tliey are usually found 
only In western museums. 

The best way to ride a bucking bronco Is to 
get In the saddle and hang on , no matter how! 
There Is no set technique for this. Strength, 
courage and a firm grip in the kak are a man's 
best friends at such a time.
